The weather bureau at V.'ashingtoi- 


holds forth little signs of relief. At 2 
o'clock yesterday it issued the follow- 
ing bulletin.: 


There are no present Indications oi 


a permanent break in the warm wave 
which covers the country generailj 
east of the Rocky mountains. Locai 
rains and thunder c.torms will furnish 
temporary relief iu the lower lake re- 
gion, the upper Ohio valley and in the 
mountain districts of Pennsylvania. 
Maryland, West Virginia and Virginia, 
and there is A possibility that these 
local rains may occur in limited areas 
In Atlantic coast states. 


Although Philadelphia was fortunate 


enough to be slightly relieved yester- 
day New York received the bulk of Na- 
-tore'a gratitude. Heavy thunder storms 
occurred at ,Poughkeepsie and at 4 
o'clock a storm accompanied by much 
rain swept over New York city. 


In this state Shamokin's thermom- 


eters reached 103 in the shade and 
business was at a standstill. At Wil- 
llamsport there was no let up in the 
warm wave. A slight breeze prevailed 
and the intensity of the heat was not 
felt so much as on Wednesday. At 2 
o'clock, it was 100 in the shade on the 
street, amd 95 by the official ther- 
mometer in the tower of the city hall. 
In the sun the mercury got up to 114 
degrees. Monday night was the hot- 
"test experienced in that section, the 
minimum temperature being 81 de- 
gree*. 


At Lancaster the sweltering heat 


caused two more deaths, making three 
In all, as the result of the hot wave in 
that city. John W. Campbell, aged 43, 
after working all morning in a harvest 
field near the city, quit work because 
of the heat, and started for his home. 
Just as he entered his house he fell 
dead. Benjamin Souders, aged 27. 
while working on a farm north of the 
city, was overcome and died in a few 
minutes. The mercury reached 104 at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, one degree 
less than Monday at the same time, 
and continued at about that point un- 
til 6 o'clock, when It fell to 98. Fifteen 
minutes latter it had dropped 10 de- 
grees. In Scranton a young child, 
Julian Christian, died.

After a lengthy ' 
discussion of the situation in which 
several ballots were taken the de- 
mands of the men v^ere modified to a 
minimum wage of J2.S5 a day instead 
of ?3 and the National officers were re- 
quested to convey that ultimatum to 
the employers. Unless the latter agree 
to it a strike will be ordered tonight. 


Miraculous Escape In Wreck. 


Seattle, Wash., July 3. The whale* 


Balena, of San Francisco, belonging to 
the Pacifis Steam Whaling company, 
lies on St. Lawrence Island, 20 miles 
weet of Southeast Cape, in Boiling Sea, 
a total wreck. Captain P. F. Cotte and 
sixty met in the crew had an almost

Through the bravery of the officers all 
escaped to shore. News of the wreck: 
which occurred May 1, reached Nome 
on June 21, and the whaler Alexander 
was immediatedly sent to St. Lawrence 
Island to the relief of the wrecked 
crew..

A. L. Johnson's recent operations In 


the east have attracted considerable 
attention because of his announced 
program of connecting New York city 
and Philadelphia with trunk trolley 
lines. He and his business associates 
have alres-ty acquire 1 a number of 
branch lines in New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania. According to the publ.shed 


piogram it was Jo-inson's intention t3 
furnish rapid transit between New 
York and Philadelphia and a fare of 50 
cents between the two cities was dis- 
cussed by those interested. The termi- 
nal systems in the two great cities 
were tc be made the basis for three 
cent fares within the city limits of 
New York and Philadelphia. Though 
succeeding fairly well in the work of 
acquiring branch lines between the 
two cities Mr. Johnson had not been 
able to get the rapid transit commis- 
sion to change the route of the pro- 
posed rapid transit tunnel in the 
Brooklyn borough so as to allow for 
the tunnel under the Narrows—an es- 
sential portion of the Johnson program 
for a quick outlet into New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania.

plans and Mr. Johnson, who was a 
very active man, worried considerably 
over the situations existing in Ne»- 
York city and Philadelphia, and even 
after his illness, kept planning active 
campaigns for three cent fares.

WISH TO LIVE.FOREVER, 


IS THE DESIRE FOR IMMORTALITY 


UNIVERSAL? 


A Curiou* Inquiry tTndertakea by the 


Society for Psychical Ke»*arel»—Tho*« 
tatereated Are Kequ«*te<l to Signify 
Whether Tli«jr Sigh for a Koture Life. 
A novel investigation has just been 


initiated by the Society for Psychical 
Research. During the last 12 or 15 
years this organization has collected 
accounts of experiments in. telepathy, 
laind reading, crystal gazing, spirit 
eosninunleaiioas, finding water and 
metals with the divining rod, and kin- 
dred phenomena indicating the exist- 
ence of faculties unlike those common- 
ly supposed to belong to man. These 
stories have been subjected to an elab- 
orate sifting and scrutiny and efforts 
have been made to secure corrobora- 
tive evidence from additional witness- 
es. 
Finally, some of the experts of 


the society have taken the residuum of 
fact left after that operation and tried 
to interpret it, indicating to what ex- 
tent these ^trr :ge narratives were ex- 
plainable on strictly natural princi- 
ples, and advancing theories to ac- 
count for the more mysterious inci- 
dents. 


T.*e latest undertaking of this or- 


ganization differs from all its earlier 
work, in that it seeks to ascertain the 
sentiments of all its members and as 
many outsiders as possible on a ques- 
tion of almost universal interest. It 
Is 
proposed to ask people 
bluntly 


whether or not they wish for a future 
life. 
Pains are taken in the census 


circular' which has been prepared for 
this purpose to distinguish carefully 
between a belief in and a desire for 
immortality. 
Unless one has consid- 


ered the point he may think there is 
no difference. 
But a little reflection 


will show that a man may eagerly 
desire a continuance of existence af- 
ter death while disbelieving that sucli 
a fate is possible, and, on the other 
hand, that one might be convinced 
that his life would continue beyond 
the grave and yet not be pleased at the 
prospect What the Society for Psy- 
chical Research wishes to ascertain is 
how general is the desire. 


Dr. Richard Hodgson, secretary of 


the American branch (No. o Boylston 
place, Boston), has issued a circular 
on the subject. 
He remarks 
that 


"there is a widespread literary tradi- 
tion that men naturally dssire a fu- 
ture life." But both the ordinary con- 
duct of men and the sporadic utter- 
ances of individuals excite a doubt on 
this point. Indeed, in India it is com- 
mon to wish for absorption in the Ab- 
solute and the sacrifice of individuali- 
ty, which fact creates even more un- 
certainty. Hence the desirability of 
eliciting definite expression of senti- 
ment from a considerable number of 
intelligent people. 


The society has about 1009 members 


in the United Kingdom and nearly 
hslf as many more on this side of 
the Atlantic. If the majority of these 
persons would reply to Dr. Hodgson's 
catechism a fair beginning would bs 
made. But if the members were to 
become canvassers and distribute the 
societ3""s circular freely, it might be 
possible to get returns by the thou- 
sand. These, says the American sec- 
retary, would be instructive to both 
psychologists and religious teachers. 
The information thus derived would 
enable the former to outline human 
instinct with greater precision, and 
aid the latter in adapting their exhor- 
tations to man's cravings. 


Although no effort is being made to 


ascertain the prevalence of mere be- 
lief in as distinguished from desire for 
a future life, the framer of the cir- 
cular here mentioned recognizes ths 
fact that some people accept the doc- 
trine of immortality readily as a mat- 
ter of faith, whereas others would like 
to supplement their faith with a sci- 
entific demonstration, if such a thing 
were feasible. 
That inclination has 


drawn a good many people, scientific 
and unscientific, to consult so-called 
mediums. Or. -if they could not get 
access to a medium in whom they had 
confidence, at least they were much in- 
terested in the published stories of 
such experiments as Professor Hyslop 
has with Mrs. Piper. It is said of the 
late F. W. H. Myers, one of the apos- 
tles of the Society for Psychical Re- 
search, that his chief quest was for 
scientific evidence of a future life. 
These circumstances have led to the 
introduction of a question into the 
circular just issued designed to ascer- 
tain whether the person who answers 
is willing to take immortality on faith 
alone or would like a different kind 
of evidence. The questions are as fol- 
lows: 


First—"Would you prefer to live after 


death or not? 


Second—If yes, do you desire a fu- 


ture life whatever the conditions might 
be? If you do n^t wish for a future 
life, what would its character have to 
be to make the p/ospect seem tolera- 
ble? 
Would-you. be content with a 


life TTiore or less like your present 
one? Can you say what elements in 
life (if any) call for its perpetuity? 


-Third—Can you state why you feel 


in this way? 


Fourth—Do you now feel the ques- 


tion of a future life to be of great im- 
portance to your mental comfort? 


Fifth—Have your feelings on ques- 


tions one. two and four undergone 


change? 
If so, when and in what 


ways? 
1 Sixth—Would you like to know for 
certain about the future life, or would 
you prefer to leave it a matter of 
faith? 


The assurance is given by Dr. Hodg- 


son that all names M-ill be regarded 
as strictly confidential. He advises 
collectors to note negative as well as 
affirmative 
answers, and adds that 


even a refusal to reply is an indica- 
tion of feeling which it is important 
to record.—New York Tribune. 


RESISTANCE OF THE AIR. 


TMM Mkde of the Suction Caused k_T a 


Railroad Train. 


A profession in Washington univer- 


sity of St. Louis was recently called 
upon to testify as an expert in a suit 
against a railroad company of a some- 
what peculiar nature. It was claimed 
that a boy had been drawn under the 
cars by the suction of the air, the 
train moving at high speed, and the 
expert, in order to test the resistance 
that the air makes to a train, cond- 
ucted a series of experiments on board 
one moving at the rate of 40 miles an 
hoar. 


The appliance used was a very sim- 


ple one, consisting of a brass cylinder, 
open at one end, and having attached 
to the other end a tube connected witn 
a water gauge in the car. The cyl- 
inder \vas so adjusted that it could be 
extended out of the side of the car at 
any desired distance, not exceeding 30 
inches, the object being to get the air 
pressure at various distances. 


The mode of operation was to adjust 


the cylinder horizontally, with the 
open end toward the front of the train, 
which thus received the inrush of air 
as the train moved forward. The pres- 
sure 
thus 
produced 
was 
carried 


through the tube to the gauge, which 
gave the record. ' 


Upward of 900 tests were made dur- 


ing a run of 300 miles. With the air- 
collecting cylinder at a distance of 30 
inches from the side of the car the 
gauge showed a pressure df .95 of a 
pound to the square foot; and with 
the collector close against the side of 
the car the pressure was 2.65 to the 
square foot. 


The conclusion was, therefore, that 


a person standing close to the car 
when it was passing at a speed of 40 
miles an hour would be subject to a 
pressure of 2.62 pounds to the square 
foot; but if he were SO inches distant 
from the car he would feel a pressure 
of only .95 of a pound. The expert es- 
timated that if the cylinder was ex- 
tended far enough from the side of the 
car to reach the air that as not dis- 
turbed by the passage of the train the 
pressure would be about 3.42 pounds to 
the .square foot. 


At a higher rate of speed than 40 


miles an hour the pressure would be, 
of course, greater in proportion. 


SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


A new method of blasting withoat 


report or shock has be«n devised. It 
consists of first charging the hole* 
on the line of the cleavage of the rock 
with steam to heat it; then introduc- 
ing a charge of liquid air to suddenly 
chill it. 
The sudden contraction of 


the rock by the liquid air. makes it 
brittle and easy to remove. 


The belief that the diamond is pro- 


duced in the "blue ground" rock of 
South Africa is probably a mistaken 
one. according to Professor Bonney. 
He has carefully examined some blue- 
ground bowlders containing diamonds 
and found them water-worn, and com- 
posed of garuetiferous rock. Two of 
the specimens showed the diamond ap- 
parently enbedded in the garnet, which 
leads the Professor to call attention 
to the very close relation that evident- 
ly exists between the two stones.

Clever Trick of Honey HnnteiS. 


In order to be followed the bee must 


have a distinguishing mark that can 
be easily seen, and with such a badge 
the Australian provides it. He gums 
a small tuft of white cotton to the 
bee's back, and thus follows it with 
comparative ease. But the question 
now comes up, how is the cotton to be 
put upon the bee's back? 


The gum is quickly found: it is on 


almost any tree; then cotton grows 
right at hand. The bee, too, is found 
in almost any sweet flower, buried 
head first in the dusky pollen, drink- 
ing in. the nectar, and showing quite 
plainly whether its honey sac is full 
or empty. It moves a little in its 
eager haste to secure the delicious 
liquid, but perhaps a quick dab will 
fasten the cotton on. its back. Do not 
try it. AS the little boy told his moth- 
er, the bee is a very "quick kicker." 


Watch the Australian—and he is a 


very stupid fellow, too. in most things. 
He fills his mouth with water, has his 
tuft of cotton ready gummed, finds 
his bee, gently drenches it with water 
spurted from his mouth, picks it up 
while it is still indignantly shaking 
itself free from the water which clogs 
its wings, and with a dexterous touch 
he affixes in an instant the telltale 
cotton. Very much out of patience no 
doubt, with the sudden and unexpect- 
ed rainstorm, the bee rubs off the 
tiny drops from its wings, tries them, 
rubs again, and soon, buzzl buzz! 
away it goes, unconsciously leading 
destruction and pillage to its happj 
home.—Waverley Magazine.

INDUSTRIOUS SWITZERLAND. 


The Remarkable Showing Made by th« 


Diminutive Republic. 


Washington. July 1.—One of the 


most interesting extracts from the vol- 
ume entitled "Commercial Relations oi 
the United States for 1»00" was mad« 
public yesterday by Mr. Frederick Em 
ory, chief of the bureau of foreign com- 
merce, state department, dealing with 
United State* trade in Switzerland. 
Consul Gifford, stationed at Basel 
eeys that Switzerland's trade figures 
are especially noteworthy, as showing 
that this diminutive republic, about 
half as large as the state of Maine 
and which would be swallowed up ID 
our big Texas, is commercially the 
most highly developed part of the 
world. Not even industrious Holland 
or Belgium, says the consul, can dis- 
play the astonishing figure of $130 ol 
foreign commerce for every unit ot Its 
population of barely 3.000.000. reached 
by Switzerland. These remarkable re 
suits have been attained by a countrj 
without seaports, without coal or iron, 
in fact without any considerable quan 
tity of raw material for the manufac- 
tures it has to sell. 


According to Consul Morgan, at 


Aarau, Switzerland is almost wholly 
dependent upon the outside world for 
her well being. 30 per cent of her en- 
tire importations consisting of food- 
stuffs, and over 40 per cent being raw 
material, which is re-exported in the 
shape of manufactured goods. Of the 
nations trading with Switzerland Mr. 
Morgan says that Germany is far in 
the lead, the United States standing 
fifth in rank. Our trade with Switzer- 
land has not been growing of late.
